V’e  have  reviewed  the  proposed  vacation  of  Eckhart  Street  between  Tohn  Street 
and  the  first  alley  west  of  Smith  Street  as  well  as  rav  otreet  rom  Cole rick 
Street  south  to  its  southern  terminus  along  with  the  intersection  alleys  ana 
have  no  objection  to  tire  proposed  vacation  for  the  following  reasons: 

1.  As  you  know,  the  property  is  being  acquired  for  a new  junior 
high  school  and  the  suppose  of  the  vocation  ms  to  combine  the  property 
into  one  tract  and  also  tie  it  into  Meisser  Park  to  the  scuta . s:  uo- 
ing  this,  it  would  provide  a better  arrangement  «v  facilities  for  th.e 
school  and  park  departments. 

2.  Eckhart  Street  is  narrow  in  right  of  way  and  improvement  width 
and  therefore  should  not  he  required  to  carry  through  tra.  •me.  The 
vacation  of  this  section  cf  street  v/ouid  Jiscojrage  through  traf  ic 
and  relievo  some  or  the  traffic  conditions  which  now  exist. 

Based  on  the  above  reasons,  we  would  recommend  that  the  above  vacation  be 
accomplished,  subject  to  the  necessary  utility  easements.
